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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting 
over claims 1-22 of U. S, Patent No. 6,670,57 since the claims, if allowed, would 
improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject nnatter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the independent claims only 
differ from the patented claim with respect to the word pulse. The formation of a pulse in 
the operation of a laser is inherent in its very nature. Thus the application claims are 
essentially a duplicate of the patented claims. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application, which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 21 0 (CCPA 1 968). See also MPEP § 804. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 5/1 1/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the claims are not the same. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees because both claims are drawn to a laser weld monitoring system 
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capable of assessing a weld quality of welding using a laser. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
independent claims only differ from the patented claim with respect to the word pulse. 
The formation of a pulse in the operation of a laser is inherent in its very nature. Thus 
the application claims are essentially a duplicate of the patented claims.
